The Counties are 

working to finalize a Request for Statement of 

Qualifications (RFSQ) for contractors to complete Home 

Hardening and Defensible Space projects. 

iv. El Dorado and Tuolumne Application Status 

1. El Dorado and Tuolumne County Hazard Mitigation 

Grant Program (HMGP) Subapplications received by Cal 

OES. Cal OES staff are working to complete a final 

review before potential submission to FEMA.   

v. Homeowner Applicant Demographic Update (San Diego & 

Shasta)  

1. San Diego County 

a. Homeowner Applications Received – 18  

i. Above 120% AMI – 16.67% 

ii. 120% or below AMI – 83.33% 

2. Shasta County  

a. Homeowner Applications Received – 34 

i. Above 120% AMI – 38.24%

- Claire McCoy presented an overview of the ‘Zone 0’ methodology being 

used to update Defensible Space Regulations. ‘Zone 0’ is defined as “the 

0’ – 5’ perimeter of buildings and attached decks”. The presentation 

included high-level information on AB 3074, background information on 

Defensible Space in California, and an overview of the draft requirements 

for ‘Zone 0’. The overview also provided further context on current 

problems posed that ‘Zone 0’ Defensible Space Regulations will help to 

address.
